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UK SEEKS BUSINESS VENTURES WITH FRANCOPHONE NATIONS

[Text] Lord Trefgarne, Parliamentary Under Secretary of State for Trade, led 

a group of British industrialists on a visit to the Ivory Coast from March 7-13 
as part of a concerted effort by Britain to secure more business for UK industry 
in French-speaking Africa. It followed closely on the heals of the Foreign 
Secretary's visit in February and the visit by Mr Cecil Parkinson, Minister 

for Trade, to Cameroon and Gabon in November and December. 


Lord Trefgarne was accompanied by representatives of companies and organisa- 
tions involved incivil engineering, airport development, off-shore oil and agro- 
industrial enterprises. They had discussions with senior government ministers 
in Abidjan, met British businessmen working in the Ivory Coast and visited in- 
dustrial and agricultural projects both on the coast and up-country. 


The Ivory Coast is already Britain's largest market in French-speaking West 
Africa but over the past three years Britain has been more than £100m. in defi- 
cit on the balance of payments. 


The London Chamber of Commerce and Industry is holding a half-day conference on 
“Progress in Francophone Africa" on April 7. 


Speakers at the conference will include John Brand, manager Banque Nationale de 
Paris on “Finance for Exports"; C. A. Preece of the Department of Trade's Pro- 
jects and Exports Policy Division, on "The UK's response to EDF funded projects"; 
and P. D. Garnham, managing director of Gemmstock Overseas Trading, a company 
with considerable trading experience in Cameroon. 


Recent trade statistics show that UK exports to the 20 sub-Saharan Francophone 
countries rose by more than 26 per cent last year, from &166.899m. in 1979 to 
£211.745m. Of UK exports to Africa some 5 per cent are now going to the Franco- 
phone markets. Encouragement from leading statesmen of the Ivory Coast, Senegal 
and Congo show the opportunities for businessmen to achieve a bigger increase 
this year.

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NEIGHBORS TO BENEFIT FROM AID TO ZIMBABWE

[Text] Two members of the nine-nation Southern African Development Coordina- 
tion Council vesterday welcomed the financial aid given to Zimbabwe during Zim- 
cord, saying it would also help the economies of the frontline states. 


Botswana's Foreign Minister, Mr Archibald Mogwe, said the SADCC nations appre- 
ciated the effort that Zimbabwe had put into preparations for Zimcord, includ- 
ing the invitation ofa wide spectrum of nations. 


“We are overwhelmed at the support of the international community, although the 
conference has not yet ended. We are aware that Zimbabwe's success in the re- 
construction and development programmes will also be the success of the region 
as a whole,” he said. 


Zambia's special presidential adviser, Dr Siteke Mwale, echoed Mr Mogwe's sen- 
timents end said Zimbabwe's economy was closely tied to that of Zambia. 


He said: "Whatever assistance is offered to Zimbabwe, we in Zambia feel that 
this assistance is also given to Zambia, the SADCC nations and Africa in 
general." 


The Japanese delegation to Zimcord has not said how much it will contribute to 
Zimbabwe's three-year reconstruction and development programme, but the funding 
is likely to be increased substantially above present levels. 


For the coming fiscal year the Japanese intend to double their grant for the 
promotion of food production. 


Mr J. Nakamura, head of the delegation, said yesterday his Government was also 
prepared to increase its general grant and substantially from last year's figure 
of $1.7 million for the purchase of road construction equipment. 


Japan would consider any request from Zimbabwe for credit to be extended to a 
specific project. Mr Nakamura hinted that such a sum could be about $17 million. 
Technical cooperation, he said, would fall under four categories--training, 
technical cooperation, bilateral cooperation through exchanges of trade missions 
and technical experts. 


The fourth category involved assistance in the field of primary health care. Be- 
sides an initial donation of $33 000 for medical equipment and materials, Japan 
was prepared to conduct development surveys in connection with two development 
projects.

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BOTSWANA TO LEND LOCOMOTIVES TO ZIMBABWE

Asked when this would be, Mr Steenkamp said: ‘We have continual dialogue on the 
subject. Some of our people were in Bulawayo a day or two ago talking about it. 
In fact we have agreed to a timetable. 


"The National Railways of Zimbabwe are due to open a district office in Francis- 
town this year. We are acquiring locomotives and trucks over the next tree or 
four years, and our track needs relaying," he said. 


Botswana was "a little late" in its acquisition of the new locomotives. 


Asked whether old DE 3 and DE 2 locomo.ives now working the Botswana line would 
be withdrawn by the Zimbabwe Railways, Mr Steenkamp said: "Well, we are buying 
10 locomotives and three shunters, and there must at any one time be more than 
that number operating in Botswana. You run 11 trains a day on this line." 


Botswana were leasing the new locomotives to Zimbabwe Railways because of e 
shortage of locomotives in Zimbabwe, he said. 


The new rolling stock would bear the name and insignia of Botswana Railways, 
he said. 


The general manager of the National Railways of Zimbabwe, Mr Nigel Lea-Cox, 
said: "Negotiations and planning continues as a joint exercise between NRZ 
and the Botswana Government for the eventual change of ownership of the railway 
system in Botswana," he said, 


On whether the new locomotives would augment the Zimbabwe railways' fleet, he 
said: "They will eventually be used in Botswana. This will enable the rede- 
ployment of a number of our locomotives."

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END OF ZIMBABWE-SA PREFERENTIAL TRADE AGREEMENT REPORTED

[Text) Zimbabwe's overall exporte will not be greatly affected by South Africa's 
decision to end preferential tiade arrangements, Mr Reg Sampson, president of the 
Confederation of Zimbabwe Industries, said yesterday. But he added that clothing 
and textiles would suffer. 


The Zimbabwe Clothing Council said the scrapping of the agreement in a year's 
time would have “very serious effects.” 


A spokesman said: “Our sales in South Africa were only marginally cheaper, and 
we will be priced right out of the market. 


"We expected a move like this and have been looking round for other markets. 
This was one of the reasons for i ~‘ting a British clothing mission here 
recently." 


Manufacturers had met with some success, but it was still too early to say how 
much new business would be gained. 


A Salisbury clothing firm said most of its exports went to South Africa. 

"We were fearing something like this, but the markets to the north just do not 
have the volume of demand of South Africa. There are also problems with pay~- 
ment in some cases.” 


Merlin, one of the country's biggest textile manufacturers, has a big export 
market in South Africa and will find this hard to replace. 


Mr David Broomberg, the company's chief executive, said more exports would go 
to the United Kingdon, but its African market was undecided. 


"We have commitments with South Africa that we will have to honour till next 
year, but after that the destination of our exports is uncertain,” he said. 


One of the country's two electronic and radio manufacturers, WRS, said exports 
of electrical goods would drop. 


A spokesman said Zimbabwean goods would no longer enjoy an advantage over other 
foreign goods, and this would lead to a decline in demand for then. 

















Asked whether alternative markets would be found, the spokesman said the search 
for new markets was continuing. 


Mr Sampson said it was understandable that South Africa had ended the agreement. 


"It was a special arrangement made during special circumstances. Now that these 
circumstances no longer exist there is no need for them to continue. Also if 
they had continued there might have been international criticiem, 


He seid Zimbabwe's overall exports would not be greatly affected although in- 
dustries such as clothing would suffer. “Those exporters who say they are 
badly hit should contact their counterparts in South Africa to get concessions." 


Clothing exports in November last year, the latest month for which figures were 
available, were $1.1 million, of which most went to South Africa. Radios, tele- 
visions and spare parte for these totalled $241 000 in that month. 


Textiles are grouped under “other manufactured goods" which include leather, 
wood, paper and some metal products. These accounted for $3 million in 
November. 


Mr Gordon Handover, chairman of the Export Advisory Committee of the CZI, said 
on Wednesday that the end of the special trade pact with South Africa would 
place the onus on industrialists to build new markets in other, neighbouring 
countries. 


And he suggested that the Government should now reintroduce export incentives. 


Those who wished to continue exporting to South Africa must make themselves 
more competitive, he said. 


"It can be done, in spite of escalating wages. Productivity is the key--and 
we have a year's breathing space.” 


Leading Bulawayo industrialists also said the end of the trade pact would be 
a mortal blow to the export trade. 


They disagreed vehemently with Mr Handover's claim that substitute markets could 
be found in neighbouring states. Several said: “The Government must renegotiate 
a new agreement.” 
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COCOA HOPES~-Since the Ivory Coast spread some hope among the cocoa community, 
even if cold analysie suggests that this hope was more wishful than actual, by 
declaring that it supported the idea of an International Cocoa Agreement, if 
not the agreed detaile, it has been possible to think that market movements 
have been simple responses to short-term supply and demand rather than signifi- 
cant trend movements. As a result the fact that epot cocoa was about £830 at 
the middle of last week, and £1,000 a year ahead, did not cause the anguish 
that it might have. There is a strong hope that the Gocoa Producers’ Alliance 
meeting in Cameroon this week will provide an opportunity for those producers 
who are somewhat disenchanted with the Ivory Coast's performance in recent 
@onths to persuade it to join the majority of cocoa producers and bring the 
International Cocoa Agreement into effect. There is some reason for thinking 
that thie may be more than a wild hope in the fact that the Ivory Coast is a 
willing member of the group picked in London a fortnight ago to draw up working 
rules for the 1000's buffer stock operations. Until the end of this week's 
meetings in Cameroon such detaile as the withdrawal of Russian and other East 
European buyers from the forefront of the market or an increase in activity by 
cocoa-butter processors may not be of long-term relevance.

[Excerpts] The National Middle-Level Military Aviation School was 
officially opened on 11 February in Negage in the course of a cere- 
mony presided over by Uije MPLA-Labor Party Provincial Committee 
Coordinator Manuel Quarta “Puna,” of the Party's Central Committee.

In hie remarks, the Commander of the FAPA/DAA, Lt Col Ciel da Conceicao "Gata! first 
of all etressed the effort made by the command of that important service in terms 
of personnel training for military aviation through courses given in socialist and 
friendly countries.

Level Military Aviation School) to the school commandant First Lieutenant Bonga, as 
well as to the cadet group leaders. 


The closing address was delivered by Uije Provincial Commissioner Manuel Quarta 
"Punga,” of the Party Central Committee. 


He underscored the strategic significance of this school, the first of its kind in 
the country, regarding military aviation cadre training. 


Moments later, the ceremony participants watched the parade of unite and later on 
they visited the installations containing equipment for practical and theoretical 
classroom sessions. The former involve emall aircraft of the "I.A.R.-823" and 
BN-2 type as well as “Alouette” helicopters while the latter consist of a total of 
eight laboratories, particularly physics (subdivided into three branches, that is, 
mechanical physics, optical electronics, and electricity), engines, aerodynamic 
aviation, electrotechnology, radio, meteorology, research section, special in- 
stallations, and aircraft onboard equipment.

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DETAILS OF SONANGOL DEVELOPMENT OF SOYO MUNICIPALITY 
Luanda JORNAL DE ANGOLA in Portuguese 25 Jan 8) p 1 
[Article by G.1.8.: "Soyo Development Project--Kwanda Base Being Established") 


(Text) The increase in petroleum operations in the People's 
Republic of Angola implies the development of areas where 
prospecting and production of liquid and gaseous hydrocarbons 
are underway--with subsequent benefit to people living there-- 
under the control of SONANGOL (National Fuel Company), a govern- 
ment enterprise established in June 1976, which holds exclusive 
control over these operations on territory under national 
sovereignty. One of these areas, which is undergoing rapid 
change in line with the requirements of the petroleum industry, 
is the township of Soyo in the province of Zaire. SONANGOL 2 
months ago started the first phase of the so-called “Soyo Area 
Development Project" through contracts drawn up with operating 
and assistance companies. 


Budgeted at about $30 million (90 million kwanzas) this undertaking includes the 
construction of support facilities for SONANGOL operations as well as those of its 
partners in the exploration of blocks 1, 2, 3, and 4 along the maritime shelf, 
from the Zaire River estuary to the mouth of the Mbridge. Each block is equivalent 
to @ prospecting area in the ocean of about 4,000 square kilometers, up to a depth 
of 200 meters. Right now, only block 2 is being worked, in this case by a United 
States company by the name of Texaco in conjunction with SONANGOL, Total, and 
BRASPETRO [PETROBRAS [Brazilian Petroleum Corporation] International Inc] which 
established the Sedneth-Luanda probe for offshore production (on the continental 
shelf). 


Most of the structures will be erected on the Island of Kwanda, where the city of 
Soyo is located. Its population has no normal water supply and light and is also 
having difficulties in getting food supplies and industrial products. 


Vast Number of Accomplishments 


Within a period of 12 months, starting from the date work was begun at the Soyo 
base, a vast number of projects is echeduled for completion, including a new pier 
with a mooring length of 200 meters, an industrial park equipped with warehouses, 
shops, and pipe-racks (a storage facility for pipes used in drilling petroleum 
probes), plus a heliport, a residential area, to accommodate the workers, and the 
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service area with a restaurant, recreation rooms, and motion picture theater, At 
the same time, the builder companies are responsible for expanding the water and 
electricity supply network and asphalting the road running through the Island of 
Kwanda all the way to Quinfuquena and Pangala for a distance of 25 kilometers, It 
is noted that the export terminal is operating at Quinfuquena; linked to a buoy 
placed out in the sea, it supplies the petroleum vessels, Pangala is a production 
field which is being operated iu the vicinity of Quinfuquena by a partnership of 
companies in which PETRANGOL [Angola Petroleum Company], a mixed-management outfit, 
acts ae the operator. This road ie of immediate benefit to the local population 
since it rune through the most densely populated part of Soyo in a province rather 
poorly served by roads, where one can count the asphalted sections on the fingers 
of one hand, 


Drainage work will be started shortly on the Pululu Canal,up to a depth of 6 meters, 
to allow the supply boats (maritime probe support boats) to gain access to the new 
pier, along with other, larger-draft boats. Ship movement is already intensive today 
and will thus increase the moment operations start in block 3; the operating company 
here is the French ELF-Aquitaine Company in association with SONANGOL, 


The project's second phase, which is to start upon the completion of the work to be 
done during the first phase, includes the construction of 60 housing unite and 
offices for the operator and service companies. 


By the end of this year, the entire island of Kwanda will experience economic and 
social activities which the township of Soyo never saw before; it will thue become 
a dynamic support center for the petroleum industry and that represents solid 
support for the national economy and for the way of life of the people who want 
to become ever more prosperous. 


The “Soyo Area Development Project" is another contribution made by SONANGOL on 
top of so many others, as part of the effort to build up the material foundations 
necessary for an economically developed country.

SHIPPING COMPANY PUBLISHES TRANSPORT, COST STATISTICS 
Luanda JORNAL DE ANGOLA in Portuguese 12 Feb 81 p 2 





[Text] "Last year, ANGONAVE (Shipping Lines of Angola) carried 419,248 [illegible 
in original] tone thus exceeding the planned target of 400,000 tons," Dr Rubio, 
enterprise general manager, told ANGOP [ANGOLAN PRESS AGENCY). 


"With a fleet of seven ships}' Rubio continued, "ANGONAVE operates regular line 
service all over the world, primarily to Northern Europe, Portugal, South America, 
the Mediterranean, and Asia." ANGONAVE as a matter of fact made 84 trips during the 
year just ended. The average duration of each trip was 118 days and the trip time 
consisted of 70 percent in porte and 30 percent sailing. 


The ANGONAVE general manager alec soted that "When Angolan cargo is carried by the 
enterprise, the People's hepublic of Angola knows at any moment where the cargo is, 
something which is not true when it deals with other enterprises. Besides, goods 
carried by ANGONAVE are at least 50 percent cheaper than when they are carried by 
foreign companies." 


In this context, Dr Rubio said, in 1980, every ton of 2 cubic meters carried by 
ANGONAVE cost the People's Republic of Angola $125 whereas it would cost $235 if 
the freight were carried by the fleets of Northern Burope, $275 by the fleets of 
the Mediterranean, and $311 by those of Asia. Rubio--who did not fail to under- 
score the lack of understanding displayed many times between his company and the 
various ministries and services in the maritime transportation business--stressed 
the fact that, in spite of this, ANGONAVE proved that there is no domestic or 
foreign enterprise that can carry goods to Angola or abroad faster than this one. 


With a total of 321 workers, ANGONAVE during 1980 trained several workere in 
various sectors of the company's activity branch. "Shore personnel,” he concluded, 
“ere getting training in various shipping specialties abroad and in Angola and 
that includes 21 workers." Seamen are training on board the vessels “"Ngoia” and

(Text] In order to satisfy the energy needs of the coastal region of Benin, the 
authorities of our country, the People's Republic of Benin, have decided to execute 
a project aiming at increasing the power available from the Cotonou Thermal Power 
Plant. 


In order to achieve this objective in the shortest possible time, our government has 
requested financial cooperation Of the Central Economic Cooperation Fund, which has 
very well understood the efforts the People's Republic of Benin is making for the 
well-being of our population. 


In order to realize this understanding in the best spirit of cooperation, Comrade 
Isidore Amoussou, minister of finances and Mr Yves Roland Billecart, director general 
of the Central Economic Cooperation Fund proceded yesterday to sign an agreement for 
financing the project. 


The project includes: 
--The installation of two large supplementary generators of 7.5 megawatts;

ACUTE FOOD SHORTAGE--Lilongwe, Thureday--The shortage of food in Malawi has 
become so acute that there have been numerous cases of looting, theft, assault 
and even killing as hungry people try to obtain bage of maize. In Blantyre, a4 
womas was beaten to death by a crowd of people who then took a 10 kg of maize 
rom her. In another incident, a journalist was soundly beaten after he quoted 
President Banda as saying that the country had enough food and that there was 
no need to import any. The President has been hiding the extent of the famine 
which is severe in many parte. Three police officers were stabbed by angry 
women who had converged on a food supply depot to buy maize. And in Lilongwe, 
the new capital city, a man travelling in his car was stopped by a crowd who 
relieved him of a 20 kg bag of maize and then paid him for it. They told hima 
they were not thieves but merely hungry. There was numerous similar incidences. 
The staple food of Malawians is Sima (cooked sembe) and ite shortage ‘+s causing 
much hardship. President Banda is now reported to have approached South Africa 
and the racists are said to be preparing to ship a total of 50,000 tonnes.

UNLIMITED APPOINTED PARLIAMENT MEMBERS--Zomba, Thursday--A bill entitled Con- 
stitution (Amendment) Bill 1981, which enables His Excellency the Life Presi- 
dent, Ngwazi Dr H. Kamuzu Banda, to nominate a greater number of Nominated Mem- 
bers of Parliament was introduced here yesterday and passed without amendments.

CLAIMS TO DIEG) GARCIA, SITUATION OF ISLANDERS DISCUSSED 


Surprising Decision on Compensation 
Port Louis LE NOUVEAU MILITANT in French 30 Jan-5 Feb 81 p 8 


[Text] The decision of the Islanders’ Committee of the OF 
(Fraternal Organization) not to collect the compensation due 
some 600 islanders and to claim their right to return to Diego 
Garcia caused general surprise. 


Surprise because these islanders are entitled to the compensation on account of 
their forced displacement from their native island and because the joint committee 
in charge of settling their housing and employment problems, etc., has begun 

ite work to that end. This joint committee is made up of Meseres Banymandhub, 
representing the Office of the Prime Minister, Burty David, Paul Berenger, Elie 
Michel, and of two islanders representing the islanders’ community. A meeting 
of this committee is planned for Monday, 2 February. Moreover, the National 
Committee in Support of the Islanders, composed of the MMM [Mauritian Militant 
Movement], the PSM [Mauritian Socialist Party], the GWF [General Workers Federa- 
tion], the Joint Islanders’ Committee, the Islanders’ Committee of the OF, the 
CDMO [expansion unknown] and the Association of Mauritian Students, is also doing 
ite work. 


The other parties concerned with the fate of the islanders find it hard to under- 
stand the new attitude of the Islanders’ Committee of the OF, which has decided 
to end its participatior in the joint committee and to demonstrate, on Sunday, 
from the Place du Quai .o the Jardin de la Compagnie in support of the islanders’ 


rights. 


The fact of collecting the due compensation undoubtedly does not prevent the 
islanders from claiming their right to return to Diego. 


International Solidarity Committee Established

[Text] An international committee of solidarity with the islanders (Diego 
Garcia International Solidarity Committee) has been set up in London.

Led by Mauritian students in England, the committee has set itself the goal of 
supporting the struggle of the telanders forcibly displaced from the Chagos 
islands and of militating in favor of the demilitarization of the Indian Ocean. 


The establishment of this committee, which requested ite affiliation with the 
National Front in Support of the Ielandere in Mauritius, serves to expand the 
solidarity enjoyed by the islanders in England where there already existe the 
"1966 Society for the Diego Garcians in Exile," a support committee set up on 
the initiative of George Champion, a retired professor. 





The Committee will center its struggle on the following pointe: 





(1) collecting the material support needed to come to the aid of the islanders; 





(2) claiming an adequate financial compensation for the islanders so long as 
their housing and employment problems have not been settled; 


(3) working for the dissolution of the BIOT (Britien Indian Ocean Territory) and 
the retrocession of Diego to Mauritius. 


The committee has retained the services of legal advisers to study the legal 
implications of the points mentioned. It enjoys the support of some British labor 
deputies. 


Second Compensation Proposal 
Port Louis LE NOUVEAU MILITANT in French 13-19 Feb 81 pp 1,8 


[Text] The joint committee, chaired by Vonod Bacha, secretary of defense, and 
consisting of Paul Berenger, Burty David, Elie Michel, Mre Charlesia and Mrs Naik, 
set up to deal with the fate of the uprooted islanders of Diego Garcia, will hold 
ite tenth working meeting next Monday. Likewise, the Solidarity Front, consisting 
of the MMM, the PSM, the GWF, the CDMO and the Islanders’ Committee of the OF, is 
continuing ite work. 


The inquiry on the living conditions of the islanders, which was entrusted to 
Mr Sylvia of the Ministry of Education, will probably be completed within a 
month and a half, and the Sylvia report will then be submitted to the joint 
committee. However, impatience is growing within the islander community; some 
of the islanders have not yet received their first compensation payment, due 
them since 1978, much less the second, which is also due them. This impatience 
has reached such a degree that an uprooted lady from Diego had even threatened 
to burn herself alive in front of the United States Embassy at Port Louis. 


With regard to the first compensation payment, in response to the argument 
that there is not enough money to pay those who have not received it, Paul 
Berenger has proposed that the government should reallocate funds in order to 
make the necesrary payment, because the budget does not provide for such an 
expenditure. Furthermore, from reliable sources, we learn that Great Britain 
may have advised the islanders of a second proposal for compensation, without 














conditions, contrary to the conditions which had accompanied Mr Sheridan's firet 
proposal some time ago. The case of some islanders of Mauritian nationality who 
are in the Seychelles was aleo brought up during the joint committee meeting. 

Ae thie case presupposes legal implications, the joint committee is expecting 
momentarily the reply of the public prosecutor's department, to which the 
problem wae referred. 


Furthermore, regarding the possibility that Mauritian labor might be sent to 
Diego Garcia, the islanders’ representative stated that the islanders should be 
given priority. Paul Berenger and Burty David wanted to know more about the 
matter, and the secretary general of the MMM, moreover, asked Vinod Bacha if it 
were possible to send the islanders to other islands such as Peros Banhos, 
Salomon, etc. The secretary of defense will have to bring a reply to the joint 
committee very soon. 


SSR Again Mistaken

[Text] There was great surprise on television Wednesday evening when the prime 
minister, Sir Seewoosagur Ramgoolam [SSR] announced that the nonaligned countries' 
conference, which took place quite recently in New Delhi, "justified the Diego 
Garcia base." Now the truth is otherwise. It is no secret to anyone that the 
conference's final communique unequivocally condemned all foreign bases in the 
Indian Ocean. If no pre-ise mention was made of Diego Garcia, it is in relation 
to the conflicts which set two trends against each other within the New Delhi 
conference. But in any case the final communique leaves no doubt as to the 
nonaligned countries’ feeling regarding the American military base at Diego 
Garcia. 


In this perspective, the performance of the very progressive Sir Kher Jagatsingh 
in New Delhi comes under tightrope walking. It was an operation only to save 
face vis-a-vis the nonaligned countries, and particularly vis-a-vis Mre Candhi's 
government. For while signing the final resolutions condemning all foreign 
bases in the Indian Ocean, the minister of education, by virtue of his statements 
to the effect that the excision of Diego was an “illegal and immoral" act, 

agrees with the position of the prime minister who stated the same intentions 

in so many words in London, in order to negotiate with the Americans, this time 
with other advantages. 


When all is said and done, hypocrisy has once again characterized all the new 
intentions with regard to Diego Garcia: the prime minister has come to repeat 
the wish that the Americans remain in Diego Garcia.

WORKING, LIVING CONDITIONS OF MAURITIANS IN LIBYA DESCRIBED 


Port Louis LE NOUVEAU MILITANT in French 5-12 Feb 81 pp 5,6 


[Text] At a time when the vice is tightening on immigration 
into European countries, where the economic recession and 
growing unemployment have closed the doors to Mauritians 
wishing to settle there, there is a coun.cy which offers 
good prospects of emigration to our unfortunate compatriots 
wishing to leave the Mauritian hell to live elsewhere. That 
country is Libya, which recruited 73 nurses and auxiliary 
nurses in October 1980 and is ready to employ new Mauritian 
recruits if the experience of this first Mauritian group 
proves to be positive. 





Mrs Ameena Peeraully, the Mauritian nurse who was in charge of bringing the 73 
recruits to Libya, spent a week in Mauritius in January before returning to 
Benghazi, the Libyan city where she is stationed. The information she gave us 
on the working and living conditions of our 73 compatriots constitutes an 
interesting account. 


The 73 recruits include five male nurses, four female nurses and 64 auxiliary 
nurses. They are divided into two groups: 20 work in Tripoli, the Libyan 
capital, and 53 in Benghazi, Libya's second city, Employed by the Public 

Social Security Institute (PSSE) of Libya, our compatriots work in social centers 
concerned with the disabled, orphans and senior citizens, The disabled and 

the senior citizens are all female, while the orphans are from 1 to 7 years of 
age. The duties of the male and female nurses consist of supervising the work 

of the aux’liary nurses, whose task is to take care of the centers' residents 
(give them the necessary care, etc), It should be pointed out that the 
employees of these centers are of different nationalities. 


PSSE has found the means of housing the employees on the same premises as their 
work. There, there are teams of cooks whose task it is to prepare the auxiliary 
nurses’ meals, The benefits attached to the posts of the 73 Mauritian recruits 
are attractive. For the auxiliary nurses, working conditions are as follows: 
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(1) They are housed and fed at Public Social Security Inetitute expense; 
(44) They receive a basic wage of 3,200 rupees per month; 
(4441) They have available transport facilities to go out at any time; 


(iv) Once every 2 years they are entitled to a round-trip ticket from Libya 
to Mauritius and return; 


(v) One month's leave per year, which they can take any way they want; 
(vi) The contract is renewable as many times as possible; 


(vii) They can adopt Libyan nationality after 5 years of service, which gives 
them all the rights guaranteed to Libyan citizens, but in that case they have 
to renounce their Mauritian nationality; 


(viii) Thirty-six hours of work per week, with Sundays free; 
(ix) There is payment for overtime. 
A Warm Welcome 


For the qualified male and female nurses, conditions are more favorable, They 
receive wages of 7,000 to 8,000 rupees per month in addition to a monthly 

housing allowance. The Mauritian nurses had no difficulty in finding housing, 
for the PSSE took the responsibility of finding them furnished houses on their 
arrival in Libya. Water, electricity, food and clothing, na*urally, are at their 
expense, but water and electricity do not cost very much--26 rupees (1 dinar) 

for each per mnth. Overtime work is paid for and night work is offset by a 
week's leave every two weeks, 


Mrs Peeraully told us that on their arrival in Libya, the Mauritians were warmly 
welcomed. At Benghazi, for example, 14 PSSE officials welcomed them at the 
airport, to say nothing of the fact that two Libyan officials had accompanied 
them during their trip from Mauritius to Libya, On 24 December, a reception 

was held on their behalf with the participation of a Libyan folk-dancing troupe, 
The Mauritians are entitled to make suggestions as to the organization of work 
and of leisure time, with the authorities concerned paying careful attention, 


Misunderstandings 


Mrs Peeraully was anxious to dispel some false ideas which the Mauritians tend 
to have regarding living conditions in Libya, She said that the girls are free 
and are not obliged to wear the chador, but they must respect certain rules 

of behavior in public. They have access to all leisure activities (movie 
theaters, walks, popular theaters) in the same way as the men, For security 
reasons, in a country where some one million foreigners live, most of whom are 
non-Libyan Arabs, taxis are driven only by Libyans, In order to be able to 
adapt themselves to Libyan society, foreigners must follow certain popular 
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customs such as dinners or lunches in common, even on the floor, Life in Libya 
is characterized by a communal way of living, As to the language problem, 

Mra Peeraully declared that at the beginning the Mauritians had difficulties in 
communicating with the Libyans, who speak only Arabic, but with the passing 
months, our compatriots succeeded in expressing themselves in Arabic with 
snatches of words which they learned thanks to daily contacts, Arrangements are 
currently being made for them to learn Arabic, 


In a country that employs some one million foreigners and where manpower needs 
are enormous with regard to the scope of economic development, the prospects of 
emigration for unemployed Mauritians are excellent. Libya is ready to employ 
thousands of Mauritians if the experience of adaptation of the 73 nurses and 
auxiliary nurses proves to be conclusive,

TENS OF THOUSANDS ATTRACTED BY JOB OPENINGS IN ARABIA

{[Article: "Prospects of Emigration to Saudi Arabia: 35,000 Persons Want to 
Leave the Hell of Mauritius") 


{Text} Thirty-five thousand young Mauritians have already registered with the 
Ministry of Employment with a view to emigrating to Saudi Arabia, Registration 
is continuing and numerous compatriots are standing in line in front of the 
Registrar Building in Port Louis to try their luck. 


A spokesman from the Ministry of Employment told us that Saudi Arabia expects 

to hire 2,400 garbage collectors in the near future, It is hoped that by 

the end of February or the beginning of March, a first group of 15 garbage 
collectors will be sent, after the problem of working conditions, and especially 
wages, hae been discussed. 


The same spokesman stated that the wages offered by Saudi Arabia for this 
category of worker are not very tempting, The possible employers in the country 
have so far offered wages of 1,000 rupees per month, Negotiations are continuing, 
with a view to improving this figure. 


Another delegation of Saudi Arabian businessmen is expected in the country on 
3 February to carry on discussions with the minister of employment. 


The Mauritian ambassador in Cairo, Yousouf Mohamed, who is accredited to the 
Government of Saudi Arabia, was to have returned to Cairo, but had to postpone 
his departure until 13 February in order to speed up the emigration process for 
the Mauritians. 


Steps are being taken at the Ministry of Employment to find openings for other 
categories of workers, such as masons, carpenters, technicians, etc. It is 
expected that within the next few months, several thousand other Mauritians 
will be able to leave for Saudi Arabia,

PREPARATIONS MADE FOR WAR READINESS

{Excerpts) “Let us prepare for war" was the call issued by President Samora Machel 
at the rally held on 14 February in response to the escalation in South African acts 
of aggression against our country. To implement that directive--which agreed with 
the feeling of our entire people--a vast program of action is underway to prepare 
our population for the war being thrust on us by the minority racist regime in 
Pretoria.

Maj Gen Antonio Thai said in yesterday's meeting that the first task to be carried 

out as part of the war preparations is that of studying President Samora Machel's 
speech a* the rally in Independence Square, since it contains many specific directions 
that must be carried out immediately. 


Every Mozambican Has a Task 


A basic aspect of the war preparations is that every Mozambican man and woman--every 
patriot--should have a specific task. Already underway under the FRELIMO Party's 
leadership is a series of actions covering all sectors of national life without ex- 
ception. Those actions are aimed specifically at letting every citizen know exactly 
what to do in case of enemy attack. 


In the scools, for examr.e, work will be done in that connection so that every child 
will know how to behave if his or her school is bombed. The same work is being done-- 
or will be done--in all production units and residential areas. Action to prepare 
the population includes every possibility, such as air attacks, fires, sabotage, 
poison gas attacks, and so on. 


Conditions are also being created in which all the young people will receive suitable 
paramilitary training with a view to making them better able to confront the enemy. 


Another specific action will be that of preparing first-aid brigades with specific 
training at the neighborhood level in Maputo and other cities.

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RESULTS OF ANNUAL MEETING OF AGRICULTURAL CADRES 
Niamey LE SAHEL in French 17 Feb 81 p 2 
[Article: "Annual Meeting of Agricultural Cadres: Food Situation Le Improving") 


(Text] The 1981 session of the annual meeting of agricultural cadres was opened 
yesterday morning at the Niamey Chamber of Commerce by the minister of rural 
development, Dr Ari Toubo Ibrahim, Meetings will continue until next 27 February. 


The official opening ceremony was attended by the secretary general of the ministry 
of rural development, Mr Souleyman Ganous; the director of Agriculture, Mr Moussa 
Saley; dozens of agricultural department cadres (heads of central services, 
departmental supervisors and project directors), as well as numerous guests. 


Speaking of the food situation of our country, the @inister of rural development 
said, in his opening speech, that it is comforting to observe that the improvement 
of the situation, already begun these last few years, is progressing to a certain 
extent to the great satisfaction of the populations. 


"Indeed," he added, "the 1980 rainy season--with a rainfall that was satisfactory, 
to be sure, but not exceptional--has yielded an agricultural surplus. 


"As for our programs to develop dry cultivation, we have concentrated, as expected, 
on reinforcing and extending the existing productivity projects. Furthermore, I 
am pleased to mention that work on the Diffa and Adager productivity projects-- 
initiation of which has remained uncertain to date--will begin soon, 


“Everything, therefore, leads one to believe that the process of setting up 
productivity projects will have become generalized throughout the country within 
the period specified in the Plan, so that it will be possible to accelerate an 
intensification of our cultivation and of the organization of the agricultural 
world. 


"As for irrigation cultivation, one can assuredly say that the objective set forth 
in the Plan of 1,000 hectares of land put into use per year will be achieved, in 
view of the fact that notably the first phase of the work on the Konni project has 
been completed, and initial sections of the Say and Namarigoungou areas are about 
to be put under cultivation, 
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‘Our services are also actively promoting the development of agricultural 
cooperatives, so as to fashion them into fully responsible farming structures, 
able to accomplish their taske within the future developing society." 


In his inaugural address, the director of agriculture, Mr Moussa Saley, stated 
that the present gathering would have to “first, take note of the results obtained 
by agronomic research, varticularly in the important areas of grain improvement 
and the struggle against the principal enemies of our crops, 


"Participants," he continued, "will then have to analyse in detail the activities 
of the various services, notably with regard to their popularization, They will 
need to compare the results obtained with the objectives set for the campaign 
which has just been completed, And they must examine their methods in view of the 
various obstacles encountered, particularly in matters of production, marketing, 
demonstration, reproduction and dietribution of seeds, the spread of mixed crops 
and fertilizer-use, as well as the training of those engaged in agriculture, etc, 


"They will also examine their specific operations in the areas of fruit-growing 
and market-gardening, of safeguarding produce, and of agricultural statistics; 
and they will try to resolve administrative and financial problems. 


"Pinally, they will devote a great part of their discussions to agricultural 
development projec.s, since most of their departments now have activities concerned 
with productivity." 


Mr Saley concluded that while discussions of these matters have so far been 
concerned particularly with questions of administrative procedure and managing 
projects at the natioral and departmental level, and with the contradictions 
produced by overlapping structures which have been set up, the current session 
will emphasize particularly the concrete actions to be carried out in the field, 
and the appropriate measures to be undertaken in order to obtain the effective 
participation of the population in decision-making as well as in carrying out

OPENING OF URANIUM ROAD--The uranium road, the 650km link between the mineral 
producing north of Niger and the south, has been opened at a ceremony in 
Tahoua.

NIGERLANS ABROAD BUYING ARMS--The rate at which Nigerians are shopping for 
prohibited firearms in Europe and particularly in the United States is causing 
concern to the intermational police organisation INTERPOL, the CONCORD newspaper 
reported here today. INTERPOL sent a note from the US Federal Bureau of Inves- 
tigation (FBI) to Nigeria's police last week to alert them to the trend, the 
paper said. It quoted police sources as saying that INTERPOL was curious over 
what could be happening in Nigeria that made its citizens shop for arms “at 
such an alarming rate." The report sent to the Nigerian police showed that 
those who were buying guns abroad were mostly students and academics, the CON- 
CORD said. Individuals were sometimes buying as many as 30 pistols and thou- 
sands of rounds of live ammunition at a time and smuggling them into Nigeria 
for sale, according to the report. The Nigerian police were said to have in- 
volved the Nigeria Security Organisation (NSO) and Interpol both in Europe and 
the United States in a bid to stop this gun-running. The SUNDAY TIMES news- 
paper reported on its front page recently that at least 50 people had been 
arrested and large quantities of prohibited firearms seized in Nigeria in the 
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past two years. The paper aleo revealed that firearms factories had been dis- 
covered in some parts of the country.

IRRIGATION SCHEME--The Sokoto State Government is to establish three more irri- 
gation centres this year to boost the "Green Revolution" programme in the state. 
When completed, the scheme will cover an additional 200 hectares of land under 
irrigation. They will be located at Yabo, Jega and Bodinga local government 
areas. These facts were given by the state Commissioner for Agriculture, Alhaji 
Haruna Mafara, while answering questions in a Rima Radio, current affaires pro- 
gramme "Meet the Press." Alhaji Haruna said that already 2,000 hectares of 
land was under irrigation in eight different schemes in the state and that the 
production of rice, wheat, sugar-cane and vegetables had been stepped up in these 
areas. Commenting on the current shortage of livestock products in the state, 
the commissioner disclosed that the state government intended to establish at 
least one poultry demonstration farm in each local government area of the state.

BEI AID TO ICS, OTHER PROJECTS REPORTED

Excerpt] Senegal's largest industrial project, ICS /Senegal Chemi- 
cal Industries/ has received substantial assistance with a total ex- 
change value of 5.3 billion CPA francs, authorized by the BEI, The 

rotocol ceremony for signing this agreement took place yesterday 

n the late morning at the Ministry of Planning and Cooperation. 
On the same occasion, a conditional loan was signed for financing a 
feasibility study to allow Senegal to provide its own funds for 
PETROSEN /Senegal Petroleum Company/, a company with joint partici- 
pation. This conditional loan amounts to 400,000 UC /Units of 
Account/, or about 118.8 million francs, These two agreements were 
signed by Louis Alexendrenne, minister of planning and cooperation 
and Ives Le Portz, BE] president. The ceremony took place with Sheik 
Hamidou Kane, minister of industrial development and crafts, Pierre 
Babacar Kama, president of ICS and Rene Calais, EEC delegate in 
Dakar, attending. 


Industrial Complex 


The first agreement about the assistance granted ICS should contrib- 
ute to the construction in Senegal of an industrial complex includ- 
ing, on one hand, units for the production of sulphuric and phos- 
phoric acid near the head of the Taiba Phosphate Mine and, on the 
other hand, fertilizer production plants in the free industrial zone, 
ICS,which should go into operation in the second half of 1984,will 
involve equipment capable of producing more than 560,000 tons of 
sulphuric acid, 220,000 tons of phosphoric acid, as well as 240,000 
tons of fertilizer per year, besides a thermal power plant with a 

13 MW turbo-alternator, storage and maintenance units and miscellane- 
ous related equipment. The total cost of this important project is 
estimated at 56 billion CFA francs. It should be emphasized that 
production, a third of which will be marketed in the form of 
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phosphoric acid and the rest as chemical fertilizers, will increase 
the value of a waste product not used previously, (the sludges) from 
phosphate processing. 


The agreement 9 yesterday, is not the first expression of BEI 
interest in the ICS project. In fact, in the framework of the first 
Lome agreement, the EEC banking institution for long term financing, 
hed granted it two loans, one for 2,7 billion CPA francs on its own 
assets and the other for 690 million CFA francs, It should be 
pointed out that this latest loan is the first BEI operation in the 
framework of the Lome II agreement, A fourth loan is also envisaged 
in the coming months and is earmarked for the same investments, 


The second loan ggrecnsnt between Senegal and the BEI involves the 
exploitation of "Dome Flore” petroleum off Casamance. This loan was 
granted on an amount reserved in the risk capital of the Lome I 
agreement, for financing feasibility studies, It is to allow setting 
up PETROSEN 's own funds. The latter will be entrusted with the final 
stage of the studies, before the eventual exploitation of the "Dome 
Flore” light oil deposit, as well as with petroleum prospecting on 
Senegal's land and offshore areas, The World Bank will also assist 
in financing the project. 


In signing the agreements on behalf of the government, Louis 
Alexandrenne emphasized the important role which the bank plays in 
the vital sectors of our economy, thus contributing to its diversi- 
fication to make it less vulnerable to weather hazards. Alexandrenne 
stressed the crucial importance of raw materials like phosphates and 
light oils whose utilization helps to improve the value of our ex- 
orts. He was especially pleased about BEI's interest in the "Dome 
lore” petroleum of Casamance, because of the priority position 
which energy occupies in modern economies. [n addition, the minister 
declared that he was convinced that relations between Senegal and the 
BEI have become closer with the s‘aning of these two protocols of 
agreement, The minister of planning and cooperation mentioned as an 
example the cooperation between the ACP fAfrican, Caribbean and 
Pacific Countries/ and the EEC countries, He thought that this type 
of relationship can help to settle many problems between the indus- 
trialized countries of the North and the undeveloped ones in the 
South. In his answer, Ives Le Portz recalled the signing last 
December in Luxembourg of a contract involving the ICS,before observ- 
ing that these contracts are included in the general framework of 
the bonds which unite the EEC and the ACP, The BEI president de- 
clared that the agreement signed was the first contract authorized by 
BEI in the framework of Lome II, which has been in force since the 
first of last January. He believed that an important period for co- 
operation opened with Lome II, After having mentioned the previous 
agreements especially those of Yaounde,which connected the EEC coun- 
tries with the associated countries, Ives Le Portz emphasized that

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NATIONWIDE REGISTRATION OF VOTERS UNDER WAY

[Text] Registration of all Sierra Leoneans aged 21 and above, who will be eli- 
gible to vote at elections, has started throughout the country. 


The exercise which started on Wednesday is expected to last for a period of 15 
days. 


The Chairman of the Electoral Commission Mr §.V. Wright told the SLERRA LEONE 
NEWS AGENCY (SLNA) that while in former years voters were registered once every 
two years the 1978 Constitution provides for the exercise to be carried out once 
every three years. 


Justifying the need for the trinnial exercise Mr Wright explained that it would 
enable eligible voters availing themselves of the opportunity at Parliamentary 
and Local Government Elections and Referendum to be identified. 


The exercise he said will also help to bring the Register of voters List up-to- 
date since between one registration period and another youths often become of 
age and are entitled to be registered. 


Population movements especially in the urban areas he pointed out often cause 
lots of changes in addresses during this period. 


Mr Wright further attributed the need for the change to the occurrence of deaths 
and the requirement to delete the names of the deceased from the register, and 
above all “the laws of this country also provide that persons wishing to contest 
Parliamentary or Local Governmen’ Elections must themselves be registered elec- 
tors,” he added. 


He disclosed that an additional 2,000 Field Registrars thoroughly briefed on 
the mechanics of registration have been recruited to cover the entire country 
with strict instructions not to demand money for their services. 


The registration is absolutely free he emphasised. 


On people precluded from registration Mr Wright recounted that foreigners per- 
sons serving prison sentences people of unsound mind and people who had com- 
mitted election offences and disqualified by law and cannot be registered.”

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With the end of the registration on March 24 a provisional register, listing 
eligible registered electore will be displayed and kept open for inspection

POLITICAL TIES WITH NAMIBIA BECIN TO WANE 
Johannesburg DIE TRANSVALER in Afrikaans 13 Feb 81 p 10 
("Perspective" colum by Piet Coetzer: "The Delicate Southwest-Link") 


[Test] In the period immediately preceding the Geneva conference on Southwest 
Africa/Namibia there was a mood of depression both there and in South Africa with 
respect to this question, There was a generally prevalent feeling that a period 
of stagnation had been ushered in on both an internal and international level, 


Considerable thought was being dedicated to new strategies and initiatives, 
especially among South African circles, 


After the Geneva conference there was a greater feeling of encouragement that 
something had been achieved and this was decidedly more on an international plane, 
The feeling ensued mostly from the greater amount of recognition which was given 
to the democratic internal parties, at least by the international media, 


Rumors 


Very recently Southwest Africa/Namibia was very much in the foreground again with 
rumors and reports that the position of administrator-general is going to be 
abolished, a new capacity would be assigned to it, or that Mr Danie Hough would 
be recalled. 


As Dirk Mudge himself explained this state of affairs definitely has very important 
international implications, especially as it affects Resolution 435. To a great 
degree this is an obvious thing and does not need to be placed under the magnifying 
glass here. 


The thing we wish to examine more closely, however, is the internal situation and 
the relations between Southwest Africa/Namibia and South Africa, 


Gossip and rumors about the rel]ations between Dirk Mudge and Danie Hough do not 
deserve too much attention, It is enough to say that if these two men do not rub 
against each other sometimes one or both of them are either not doing their work 
or one of them is being dominated by the other. 
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Neither of them can be accused of this, However, the relations between them are 
drawing 4 great deal of attention to one of the most important perspectives of 
the Southwest Africa/Namibia situation, 


One should never loose sight of the tact that the region is moving away from a 
kind of colonial existence to Luli selt-determinaction, 


In thie situation the cffice of the administrator-general and the chairman of the 
administrative council each wave their own role to fulfill, The first must 
principally look after the interests of South Africa in the region while the 
latter must consider he interests of a future independent nation. 


Under these circumstances the greatest possible measure of collaboration and 
coordination are necessary, towever, the two roles will not always be mutually 
complementary, 


Although two countries could be the best of neighbors their interests could not 
be in total harmony. Ae a country which is on its way to independence Southwest 
Africa/Namibia will undergo the same experience, 


Fate 


In spite of themseives che tates of the two countries are now strongly interwoven, 
however, mutual understanding for the specific situations is necessary for the 
smooth progress of other developments, 


As for the broad political approach with respect to an internal arrangement there 
are great differences between the policy-makers of the two countries, 


This situation is best illustrated in connection with one of the most important 
"heroes" in both countries at and after the Geneva conference, namely, Mr Katu 
Kaura, the spokesman of the Democratic Turnhalle Alliance, 


‘le wes responsible ‘or important breakthrougas at the conference and this is some- 
thine which sudden:y brovuga. him a flood of compliments from South African circles 
as well, 


But when it comes to discussing basic politics with Mr Kaura it soon appears that 
in a South African context he is being regarded as an extremely radical person. 
In his own environment, however, he is regarded by some as being much too moderate, 


This perspective must be taken into consideration very carefully by South Africa 
when it comes down to talking and considering a strategy for Southwest Airica/ 
Namibia, 


It would be fatal to exercise any sort of pressure on the Southwesterners to accept 
any status which is even in the least indicative of being in agreement with the 
South African approach, Moreover, the internal political order is strictly a 
responsibility for the inhabitants of the country itself. 








Advice 


If complete antagonism is to be avoided then it is necessary to be extremely 
eateful, even with respect to any advice which may be offered, 


For example it would incomprehensible simply to equate the "Southwest problem" 
with an "Ovambo problem," because if geographic factors are also attached to 
this matter then very strong opposition is to be expected, 


There is, of course, the unavoidable fact that while South Africa has ties with 
Southwest Africa/Namibia, whatever happens there will necessarily have reper- 
cussions in South African local politics, 


The international "progress" in Geneva certainly holds very limited advantages 
for Southwest Africa/Namibia from an internal point of view, It is easy to 
understand that there is great need for progress on that front, 


It is clear that the situation there has not come to a standstill either and the 
statements made by Mr Mudge with respect to the involvements of his opposition in 
the Ministerial Council and the expansion of their presence in the National 
Assembly had a particular reason behind them, 


Whatever the plans are, they must also take into consideration the South African 
political scene, if unnecessary tension is to be avoided, 


In order to avoid South African impatience with respect to the situation in the 
northern sector of Southwest Africa/Namibia, leaders of the internal political 
parties will also have to give real imaginative attention to this question, 


New Party 


Yesterday it was learned that the 45th political party for this country's popula- 
tion of about 1 million has just been established, 


This sort of thing is creating the impression that the country is highly politi- 
cized, But this is just a false impression in view of the fact that many of these 
parties are nothing more than a gathering of a few persons having hardly any 
support, political know-how or potential. 


It is evident that a lot more can be done through parties that are actually of 

some importance for the purpose of politically activating the major part of the 
population and to get the people to become involved. This can be done only through 
the most basic organization and at a ground level, 


Without that, other people's hands will keep on itching to become involved in 
internal politics and this is especially true in the northern part of the country, 
where a war situation prevails, 


On the other hand there should be an understanding of the fact that political 
education is a slow process. Ovambo's problems can certainly not be dismissed

[Text] Although through the years the Nationalist Party has had to make changes 
and improvements in its policy to keep in step with the requirements of the times 
the principles of the party have remained unaltered since 1915, Moreover, the 
government is not about to sell out the whites in South Africa, This was the 
statement made the evening before last in Oudtshoorn by Piet Badenhorst, the deputy 
minister for home affairs and the MP for Oudtshoorn, 


Mr Badenhorst was speaking at a party rally of the Nationalist Party branch of 
Kamenassieloop/Rooiheuwel. 


The Nationalist Party's policy was cast in the principles which have been valid 
since the party came into being. It was not created by Prime Minister P.W. Botha, 


The government's job is to look after all national groups in the country on the 
basis of the original principles as set down in the party's constitution. "But 
as the party stagnated and no longer kept pace with the times in which we live, 
and the challenges and circumstances of these times, it was no longer possible to 
go along with it," So stated Badenhorst. 


Interference 


The Nationalist Party wants to create a future for everybody in this country, 
"Nobody wants a future of chaos, disorder and bloodshed. We want a future of 
happiness and prosperity and this is the road which the Nationalist Party points 
to in 1981," 


Badenhorst said that there are people who do not want the government to bring about 
any changes. "But if the party does not take into consideration the times, circum- 
stances and threats it will not be able to bring about peace and happiness, The 
govermment is opposed to foreign interference and is following a policy of South 
Africa first, This is the reason why we have an annual budget of about 2,000 
million rand for defense and this is also the reason why our boys are dying on 

our borders in defense of our land." 


Yet the world outside cannot be ignored completely. Foreign markets are necessary 
for economic development and for this reason goods are being supplied to countries 
Which can pay for them, 
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The government does not yield to foreign pressures, If this were the case then 
South Africa would have already withdrawn from Southwest Africa, In order to stand 
on its own South Africa began to manufacture its own weapons after the arms boycott 
to keep the country from being overrun, 


Internally the Nationalist Party is looking for solutions for all its nationalities, 
Independent states have been created for the black people and community councils for 
the urban blacks in order to allow them to make decisions regarding their own needs, 
This is the principle of self-determination, 


He went on to say: "No solution has yet been found for our coloreds, We realize 
that, now that the blacks have their own areas, in the rest of the country there 
are still the whites, coloreds and Indians to be considered, It is for this reason 
that the Presidential Council was created, namely for the purpose of discussing 
this problem," 


The government is seeking a well-ordered solution and it wants to protect the 
identity of every national group. "Are these measures aimed at selling out the 
whites? There are people who say that Botha wants to use the election for the 
purpose of obtaining a mandate to fill parliament with coloreds, This is untrue," 


Beach Facilities 


"The government still believes that each group mst have its own community life, 
schools, churches and residential areas, These well-ordered communities were 
attained through the Group Areas Act. We have indeed moved away from certain 
discriminating measures which do not affect our identity and are in themselves 
indefensible, 


"The government's policy is that each group must have its own beach facilities; 
however, if a local administration does not want to indicate where the white 
beaches are located, then the provincial administration must do so, If the 
notices are removed then they must be replaced, We do not believe that people 
are being repressed, People of all groups must have establishments which they 
can enjoy." So stated Badenhorst, 


Today there are attacks against the government from left and right and lies are 
being spread, under the cloak of conservatism, by people who wish to overcome 
their own political frustration and bring discredit to the government, 


As about 150 persons present applauded, Badenhorst stated: "This is an attack 
on the heart of the Afrikaner, Others are trying to suppress him so that the 
country can fall. The mind of a people which is constantly discrediting us is 

a sick one, If a certain people wants to crawl away then it has a sick mind, We 
must stand up and look the world in the eye," 


When the meeting was over a motion of full confidence in Mr Botha and the govern- 
ment was accepted unanimously,

NEL TO POSTPONE TRIPLE LEGISLATION FOR AIDING BLACKS

(text) The government is continuing to pursue this essential matter just as 
soundly as it originally tackled it. The proposed legislation for creating better 
anc more equitable structures for black people will now be reconsidered in detail, 
This announcement by Minister Piet Koornhof must be welcomed enthusiastically. 


in the statement he aade on Friday, Dr. Koornhof said that he had made clear from 
the very start what che objectives of the three draft legislations are, These are 
the improvement of the quality of living conditions of black communities in white 
regions and moving away from offending discrimination in agreement with the govern- 
ment's stated policy, 


Moreover, the minister said that the government wants to recognize established 
black urban dwellers and to provide appropriate orderliness for the process of 
urbanization and the creation of rural establishments. 


ve understand perfectly the urgency with which the minister and his department 
wish to le’ stature to their plans, Such a new order of things must not only be 
a thing to be read in policy utterances, This must be placed in legal statutes 
with the authority of parliament and it must be done soon, 


in the urgency for doing this they have been understandably slow--the draft 
Legislation was compiled after the careful Riekerteinvestigation; it was 
published as e iraft and everybody was asked to provide comments on it. The 
vlan was to submit the revised measures during the early phases of the meeting. 


The clection is now mking this impossible, The brief meeting offers little time 
for a careful consideration of such complicated matters, Being hasty at this time 
would only entail the danger of having a new order of things start out with serious 
faults which would defeat the whole purpose, But while they must still wait they 
are using this time producrively,. 


Experts, people from within the outside of the department, will, in the meantime, 
have the chance to go over the various representations carefully and to see to it 
that the draft legislation provides expression for the government's policy, which 
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also appears in the Riekert-white paper, and the guidelines set forth by Dr 
Koornhof in parliament on Friday, and to do so in time for the main assembly later 
on this year, 


There have been serious differences on the scope of the draft legislation, sincere 
misgivings based on study, but some of them simply political furore, By following 
this road Dr Koornhof is avoiding dangers on both sides of the parties involved, 
serious errors in the plan and also agitation which could wreck a good plan even 
before it is finalized, 


There is another point which needs to be emphasized: The fact that people outside 
of the committee are serving in it is fully within the spirit of collaboration of 
the Carlton-meeting (in those areas where this is suitable) between the government 
and the business world, for the purpose of tackling essential problems. 


Institutions which originate from the private sector (and here we specifically 
have in mind urban establishments) are providing a tremendous service and we would 
also like to recognize this factor,

TERRORIST CAMPS IN SOUTH AFRICA'S NORTHERN NEIGHBORS DESCRIBED

[Text] The African National Congress (ANC), the target of last week's lightning 
attack by South Africa shock troops, and its sister organization--the South 
African Communist Party--now have three established terrorist training camps in 
Mozambique, One of these is a mountain fortress which is actually unassailable 
from the ground, 


The entire attack plan against South Africa is in the hands of communists such as 
Joe Slovo, the big fish who got away last Friday, 


The existence of the camps is not being denied by Mozambican authorities, but they 
are insisting that innocent refugees are being housed there, 


They assert that if they do have weapons they have been issued to them for self- 
defense only. 


This is a maive story that « ily the United Nations is bound to believe. 


Subversive elements are also being trained in two camps in Angola, as well as in 
the old Mozambican Liberation Front camps in Tanzania, Moreover, the ANC will 
probably be opening an office in Salisbury soon and stretch the web around South 
Africa, There are also speculations that the ANC terrorists who returned to 
Zimbabwe along with a portion of Nkomo's forces may have been sent back to Zambia. 


The ANC's most important training camp in Mozambique had already been established 
in Marrupa, in Niassa Province, on a direct line with the coastal town of Porto 
Amelia, at the start of 1977, 


The decision in favor of this inhospitable sector was made together with White 
South African communists, because this was far away from the reach of South 
Africa and the former country of Rhodesia and therefore could not be subjected to 
possible hit-and-run operations, This is a mountain fortress which is practically 
impregnable from a land assault, 








Cubans 


It is defended by a network of Russian antiaircraft guns and has a modern landing 
etrip. It was formerly a Portuguese intercept position, 


Cubans have been seen all over the camp and according to the latest intelligence 
there are now about 500 of them in Mozambique. Terrorists are also being trained 
by the East Germans, who are playing a key role in the Mozambican security services, 


South Africa's lightning attack has now finally confirmed that the PLO (Palestine 
Liberation Movement) is involved in the training of the ANC terrorists and Libya 
is also playing a major role, This is therefore a nest of variegated spiders. 


The other two camps are located at Funhalouro and Trigo de Morais in the Gaza 
Province, Originally the training facilities at Trigo de Morais were shared with 
Rhodesian terrorists, This is the Mozambican Liberation Front's command post for 
the Gaza Province and is defended by 14 antiaircraft guns. 


This is also a base for the SAM-5 missiles. 
Booby Traps 


Terrorists are trained minly in the use of weapons and plastic explosives. They 
also have sections for urban and psychological warfare, 


Much attention is being given to political indoctrination and instructions on how 
to make booby traps and time bombs. Some of these booby traps were used in 
Rhodesia for some time, 


For security reasons nobody can say how all of these were made, An especially 
hair-raising booby trap made there, and one which claimed many lives in Rhodesia, 
consisted of a plastic explosive concealed in a tennis ball, 


The ball was cut open and then glued so expertly that the cutting marks could not 
be seen with the naked eye, 


Drugs 


It is a known fact that Joe Slovo and other communists often gave lectures at Trigo 
de Morais and Portuguese communists also did this, 


They also have a narcotics unit, Drugs play an important role in guerrilla warfare, 
Their purpose is not only to addict the enemy (as in the case of the American 
soldiers in Vietnam) but also to get the usual local workers to be dependent on 
such drugs. These drugs were also used in the training of the so-called suicide 
troops. 


Terrorists who were in action in Rhodesia were often under the influence of 
marcotics, as was the case with a group of them which attacked a farmhouse in 
broad daylight. At Chimoio marihuana an’ other narcotics are distributed to 
terrorists daily and many of the women terrorists have given themselves intra- 
venous injections. A white woman who is being held there has confirmed this. 
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Angola 


In Angola there are ANC camps near Luanda and at Mossamedes near the border of 
Southwest Africa, 


The most important bases in Tanzania are located at Nachingwea, near the Mozambican 
border and at Morogoro, Weapons are unloaded at Mtwara and at Nacala, In the 
interior of Tanzania, however, there are some camps named after black nationalists 
such as Nelson Mandela and the erstwhile paramount chief Albert Luthuli. 


The ANC also has an office in Dar-es-Salaam which is being manned by Oliver Tambo 
intermittently. 


In Mozambique near Zimbabwe there are dazzling training facilities for terrorists, 


One needs only to recall the base of Chibabaga where 4,000 Mugabe terrorists were 
trained at a time, There is never a shortage of weapons and money there,

CCM DELEGATION TO CUBAN PARTY CONGRESS INVERVIEWED

[Report on interview with CCM members Mugabi Budodi and Ayubi Simba by Caridad 
Lafita and Cabino Manguela in Havana during Second Congress of Cuban Communist Party, 
December 1980] 


[Text] During one of the recesses of the Second [of the Cuban Communist Party] 
Congress, Mugabi Budodi and Ayubi Simba, members of the Chama Cha Mapinduzi Party 
from the United Republic of Tanzania, which was invited to the Cuban party congress, 
very kindly consented to be interviewed by TRABAJADORES. 


In response to our first question, Budodi, who headed the delegation, said that in 

the first place one should be aware of actual conditions in Tanzania, which is large- 
ly an agricultural country, with very few workers, and for this reason one cannot 
speak of a strong union movement. "Our country is underdeveloped," he said. ‘We 
have few industries, and these are very small." "Since we achieved our independence," 
he said, "the party and the government have emphasized the slogan ‘Freedom and Work.’ 
On this basis we mobilized all our people to participate in an export economy, over 
and above what is produced for individual consumption." 


He mentioned that one of the party's basic plans wsas to begin in rural areas--which 
are in the majority--the construction of roads, schools and hospitals without waiting 
for the government to undertake such tasks, since the national budget is very limited. 
All this was done through the unions. 


"In addition, the people were asked to change their living conditions, that is, we 
had to improve the housing situation. We are doing this in Dar es Salaam, our 
capital." 


Comrade Budodi, a member of the national executive committee of his party and a 
regional secretary, told us that since before independence an essential goal of his 
organization has been to help the peoples who are struggling against colonial or 
neocolonial oppression, a goal maintained at present as a basic principle of inter- 
national policy. 


"Our struggle is very much a part of those of the continent. In addition, Tanzania 
heads the Movement of Front Line Countries," he said. 








"Our impression of this Cuban Communist Party Congress is extremely pleasing, not 
only because of the great reception given the guest delegations, but because of its 
extraordinary organization. We have observed clearly how all the delegates had a 
thorough knowledge of the documents being discussed. The Cuban people live in 


accordance with their political and revolutionary concepts," the Tanzanian leader 
said. 


Finally, he said that his message to the Cuban people was his conviction that Cuba 
would not falter in its effort in the struggle, nor in its firmness under the guid- 
ance of the party and Fidel. 


"We are sure,” he added, "that this invitation to our party will serve to strengthen 
ties between the Cuban Communist Party and the Chama Cha Mapinduzi Party.”

SMUGGLING AT SSESSE ISLANDS--Ssesse Islands are reportedly a haven for coffee 
smuggling to the neighbouring states. A group of 84 islands, 72 of which are 
inhabited have not been under surveillance of the security personnel. Security 
personnel in Masaka District reported to the minister of animal industry and 
fisheries, Dr ‘'.J. Otim, that two landing sites, one of them Kyamuswa, were 
being used for smuggling. It was further feared that subversive elements used 
this "haven" to smuggle arms into the country. Masaka police is unable to 

deal with the criminals as they lack boats. The security personnel said a 
police unit equipped with boats should be established on the islands. The min- 
ister expressed concern over smuggling in Ssesse Islands and noted that the act 
had some underlying motives of sabotage, although ostensibly it looked like 
people were after enriching themselves. "Go to the people. They will report 
saboteurs. Stern action is going to be taken against smugglers in the islands,’ 
he told the security forces.
